interactive voice response control system that receives a 
telephone call from an external source, that provides, to 
the external source through the telephone call, voice 
prompts that correspond to the wagetr account information, 
and that receives wager information Vrom the external 
source through the telephone call, andV wherein at least 
another of the plurality of types of user interface 
systems is a computer wagering control system that 
provides the wager account information to ark external 
computer and that receives wager information Bpom the 
external computer through the Internet. 




(Amended) NThe system of claim 1, wherein 
the interactive voice response control system receives 
the wager information as signal^s generated in response to 
one or more telephone key depressions 

JS2 . (Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein 
the interactive voice response control system receives 
the wager information as verbal commands tha^ are spoken 
by a caller. 
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(Amended) YThe system of claim 1, wherein 
the computer wagering control system provides the wager 
account information to the \external computer and receives 
the wager information from rrtie external computer, through 
a telephone connection to the external computer. 

16. (Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein 
the computer wagering control system provides the wager 
account information to the external computer and receives 
the wager information from the exnernal, computer through 
a wireless connection to the external computer. 



17. (Amended) A method for\ interactive 
wagering, comprising : 

storing data relating to\wager account 
information; and 

receiving wager information from users and 
providing the wager account information to\users, both 
using a plurality of types of user interface systems, 
further comprising receiving a telephone calvL from an 
external source, providing, to the external source 
through the telephone call, voice prompts thaxt correspond 
to the wager account information, and receiving wager 
information from the external source through thV 
telephone call, and further comprising providing the 
wager account information to an external computer and 
receiving wager information from the external computer 
through the Internet. 
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(Amended) ihe method of claim 17, wherein 
the receiving the telephone\ call from the external 
source, the providing, to tha external source through the 
telephone call, voice prompts Yhat correspond to the 
wager account information, and Tihe receiving wager 
information from the external source through the 
telephone call further comprises receiving the wager 
information as signals generated in\response to one or 
more telephone key depressions. 



28. (Amended) The method of fclaim 17, wherein 
the receiving the telephone call from thev external 
source, the providing, to the external source through the 
telephone call, voice prompts that correspond to the 
wager account information, and the receiving V/ager 
information from the external source through tVe 
telephone call further comprises receiving the wtager 
information as verbal commands that are spoken a 
caller . 
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31. (Amended) The method of claim 17, wherein 
the providing the wager account information to the 
external computer and the receiving wager information 
from the external computer f urther\comprises providing 
the wager account information to the\xternal computer 
and receiving the wager information from, the external 
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
